THE DOUBLE TENTH 
CELEBRATIONS 


The Double. Tenth is round 
again and China celebrates the 
anniversary of the foundation of 
the Republic. A gala day, or 
just another holiday, for the un- 
thinking many, one,perhaps of 
sombre introspection. for | the’ 
arbiters of the . country’s 
destinies. For beyond the day, 
the anniversary Itself, there re- 
mains little to celebrate. Its 
recurrence merely , emphasises 
the’ slowness of the developrhent 
of the ideas .and ideals that 
inspired the revolution, the 
country's ‘lack of readiness ito 
take full measure of the op- 
portunity offered. A survey of 
the past yields much the same 
results whether: it’ attempts to 


“cover” tlic tiventy-two~years~ of 


the Republic or whether it con- 
fines itself to the last twelve 
months, There has been pro 
gress and there has been 
backsliding. Every | forward 
movement meets with check, 
attributable either to political 
intrigue or. lack of preparation. 
Stability is still lacking, corrup- 
tion rife; official posts are still 
the reward of political allegiance, 
merit or experience being of 
little importance. Yet there are 
hopeful signs. If we-point to the 
weaknesses, they are at least 
already recognised by the- most 
earnest elements in the country 
and the urge to remedy is keen 
and sincere; China’s very plight 
is bringing out the best in the 
best of her, men.: The central 
government will do things, with 
the inspiration of Wang Ching- 
wei and the astuteness of T. V. 
Soong, if given the chance. Al- 
ready, the futility of attempt- 
ing government by decree is 
acknowledged; solid reconstruc- 
tion, politically and economically, 
has become the new aim. The 
hopelessness of . attempting to 
control the. vast whole of China 
from Nanking is at Inst con- 
ceded; minds are turning in the 
direction of provinolal and dis- 
trict autonomy, with a central 
administration. responsible for 
the affairs of the Stato and 
co-relating the activitics of the 
ae Instead: of a frontal 
attack on the whole mass of the 
problems before the country, 
Nanking is prepared to content 
itself with building-up a little 
bit’ at a time. It is the story 
of the Great War over again, The 
huge-scale offensives carried out 
at enormous”. cost in tho. first 
three years of the war failed to 
 achiave any valuable results.---It 
was the Foch atratogy of nibbl- 
ing that brought. final: triumph. 
And it must be China’s method 
in the task of reconatruction. - 


With a now spirit of confidence 
spreading fast through Britain, no- 
one fa particularly. surpriseil to find 
that {t Is the Government that Is 
Ingging behind. No lead ts forth- 
coming to stimulate tho movement, 
other than words consisting chiefly 
‘of claims thnt Government policy is 
reaponalble for the marked upturn 
in trade. It fa fortunate, perhaps, 
that Isenl goveriiments are lesa 
ready for mere’ complacency and 
are taking decisive steps to hasten 
economic recovery. Hundreds of 
local nuthorities are cancelling the 
waye cuts which they imposed dur- 

Ing the “economy crisis.” More 
than 110 of the local councils that 
cut teachers’ salaries have restored 
that part of the'cut over which they 
and not the Education Department, 
have control; nnd nearly 120 more 
have modified the ctits, Luton 
Town Council not only restored the 


-| cuts without a word's discussion in 


the Council Chamber, but decided 
to grant increases to some officials. 
Cities are following the lead set by 
smaller councils; and at Birkenhead 
the Corporation intenda to restore 
the cut in the wages of 'busmen. 
These are better signs than graphs 
and statistica, S

believe that, at the present 

moment, a considerable expan- 
sion of public, work in desirable, 
and nm glad to have the opportuni. 
ty of explaining why. 

I am not advocating “relict 
work,” that is, work not needed for 
its own sake, I am not urging 
public cnterprise as a menns of re- 
placing enterprise and as an Inatal- 
ment of the Socialist state. I am 
not now contending that the: ex- 
pansion, or maintenance of a high 
level. of, public expenditure. on 
national development, is good at all 
times. I am nat arguing that the 
purchasing power and demant 
created by public work, both direct- 
ly and through such 2 chain of in- 
direct consequences as Mr. Keynes 
has recently been picturing, nor- 
mally and necessarily bring ad- 
vantages that outweigh the dis- 
advantages,.
